REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


According to the requirement of the law, we respectfully submit the 
. following Report: 

The schools, like the two previous years, have been wholly conducted 
by females, and most of them have been quite successful. A large portion 
of the teachers have had considerable experience. Some of the younger 
ones were equally as successful. But we find a chance for improvement 
in our schools. The teachers, as a general thing, have tried to make their 
schools pleasant and useful. Some, by failing to obtain the respect and 
confidence of their pupils, have not accomplished so much; others, by 
failing to maintain good order. But oftener, the cause has been with pa- 
rents, who are ever ready to censure the acts of a teacher in the presence 
of a child (a mistake often made by parents), before learning the facts of 
the case, and thus not only ruin the term for the child, but do a great 
injury to other children. Another evil is a want of harmony between 
parents; if one likes, another is sure to dislike. Another evil in school 
is a diversity of text-books. Much might be said upon this subject, but a 
few words will suffice. While some, by trying to save a few cents by not 
purchasing a book used in school because they have an old one, retard 
the progress of the school; others, because they are partial to some other 
author, furnish their children with a different book, making a multitude 
of classes, and likewise injure the school. 

Thus we have mentioned a few evils that attend our schools: evils 
which should be overcome; and by placing the interest of the school and 
the welfare of the children before self, this result may be accomplished. 

Many of the school houses have been repaired and improved within the 
past two years, which is a worthy example for others to follow. 

We have endeavored to fulfill the obligations of our oath with a bold 
and fearless spirit, feeling while others perhaps may censure, that we have 
a consciousness of doing according to our judgments what the public 
good required. 


Scuoot Districr No. 2. 


C. W. Colby, Prudential Committee. Miss Lizzie A. Chase, Teacher 
of Summer Term. 

Although this school has been considered one of the most difficult to 
teach of any in town, we think the citizens of the district may feel to con- 
gratulate themselves in having secured a lady having had so large expe- 
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rience, and possessing so many excellent qualities as a teacher. We 
think Miss Chase retired from her charge with the happy consciousness of 
having labored faithfully for the advancement and resultant happiness of 
her respective pupils. They have been thoroughly drilled; have made 
commendable advancement, and good order has been maintained. 


District No. 4. 


Jos. Hill, Prudential Committee. Miss Clara C: Scribner, Teacher of 
Summer Term. 

This school was principally composed of quite young pupils. The 
teacher, in the performance of her peculiar task, has spared no pains in 
her endeavors to please and instruct. We trust that the impressions made 
have been salutary, as she retires with the hearty affection of all. Com- 
mendable advancement has been made. , 


District No. 5. 


J. B. Osgoed, Prudential Committee. Twenty-five and one-half weeks’ 
schooling, in three terms, under the efficient charge of Miss Carrie 
Durgin, 

Great improvement in reading, with commendable attention to the 
pauses. Thoroughness rather than undue rapidity of progress in all 
branches. .An eager desire manifested by many of the pupils ‘‘ not to 
miss a question through the term.” Exercises of the advanced classes in 
arithmetic, at final examination, would have done credit to any higher in- 
stitution. An excellent moral influence in the school, with the daily reci- . 
tation of verses of Scripture by all the scholars. 


District No. 6, 


With S. P. Wiggins, Prudential Committee, are to be congratulated. for 
having secured the services of such experienced teachers as Miss Sarah 
P. Comerford for the summer term, and Miss M. Ingalls, of Franklin, for 
the fall term. The pupils of this school have fully redeemed their credit, 
being highly commended by their first teacher, and appearing remarkably 
orderly and studious, with a truly respectful and gentlemanly bearing 
towards their teachers and others. The school also contains some of the 
best scholars in town; probably no school stands higher in the branch of 
mathematics. 


Distri¢t No. 7. 


P. P. Jaquish, Prudential Committee. Miss S. C. Willy, teacher of 
summer term. “This school was especially characterized for good deport- 
ment on the part of pupils, and untiring effort on the part of the teacher. 
Miss Willy has labored too long and faithfully, and is too well known in 
her profession to require further comment from us. 
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District No. 8. 


Ira Ordway, Prudential Committee. Miss L. S. Boynton, teacher, A 
teacher of considerable experience who appeared to be well qualified for 
the position. The school when first visited appeared well. At the close 
of the school we found but a few scholars present. The improvement 
those had made was quite satisfactory. : 

Miss Sarah P. Comerford, teacher winter term. A very successful 
teacher in town. This school under her management accomplished con- 
siderable during the term. The recitations were well learned Order 
good; although we noticed, at the close of the school, some things in a few 
large scholars which did not look as though they had hat respect for the. 
teacher that the occasion required. 


District No. 10. 


John Brown, Prudential Committee. Mrs. Gusta A. Cawley, teacher 
first term. Miss J. Carter, teacher second term. Instruction of a high 
order. Numbers greatly reduced near the close of first term by sickness, : 
and the fear of sickness; only 9 being present out of 28 enrolled members, 
at final examination. Six of these pupils were from out of the district. 
School suffered, especially during the winter term, from the multiplication 
of classes and text books, no less than four different Geographies being 
brought in. One of the best Grammar classes to be found in any school. 


District No. 11. 


Nathan T. Osgood, Prudential Committee. School commenced by Miss 
A. Knox who taught one week; continued by Miss C. Knox three weeks, 
who then left on account of sickness; finished by Mrs. C. A. Hill, nine 
weeks. Strange that so good proficiency should have been made under 
manifest disadvantages; and that one of the shortest, smallest and most 
secluded of our schools should present some of the highest specimens of 
scholarship. Doubtful whether so good scholars, of their ages, in mental 
arithmetic, can be found elsewhere. One of the best schools in one of 
the worst houses. 


Districts No. 12 anp 18. 


Were formally united in June last, by the joint action of the School Com- 
mittee and Selectmen. But the new school house not having been com- 
pleted, at the request of J. D. Wadleigh, Prudential Committee, and a 
majority of the citizens, we gave our consent, according to law, for hold- 
ing a school the present winter in one or more private dwelling houses. 
Miss M. Ingalls, of Franklin, taught a few weeks in the house of J. R.. 
Cogswell, and it was proposed to continue the same length. of time at Mr. 
Wadleigh’s. This school is unfinished; through Miss I. having been 
obliged to leave it on account of the death of friends, Miss Sarah Taylor 


is expected to complete it.

A. Porter. Summer term good progress was made and good order main- 
tained; winter term was full as profitable to those that tried.

Freedom Sanborn, Prudential Committee. Summer term, Sarah E.
